Dr. Shea Hailey is an interventional cardiologist at Cardiovascular 
Institute of the South in Meridian. 


A native of Union, he is a graduate of ECCC and received his bachelor’s 
degree in pharmacy from the University of Mississippi. He received his 
doctor of osteopathic medicine from the University of Health Sciences 
in Kansas City and completed his internship and residency in internal 
medicine at Baptist Health Systems in Birmingham. 

After serving several years as a hospitalist at Rush Health Systems in 
Meridian, he returned to the University' of Texas Medical Branch in 
Galveston and completed a fellowship in cardiovascular medicine and 
interventional cardiology. 

Hailey is a fellow of the American College of Cardiology and the 
Society of Cardiovascular Angiography and Intervention. He has 
earned numerous awards including the A.H. Russakoff M.D. Award 
for Exceptional Devotion and Commitment to Patient Care. 

Dr. Mike McMullan 

Dr. Mike McMullan is professor of medicine and chief of cardiology' at 
the University of Mississippi Medical Center in Jackson and director 
of the Adult Congenital Heart Program, the only program of its kind in 
the state of Mississippi. 

A native of Decatur, he attended ECCC and graduated from the 
University of Southern Mississippi and the University of Mississippi 
School of Medicine. He also completed his internal medicine 
residency, chief residency', and cardiology' fellowship training at 
UMMC. He later went to Duke University' Medical Center in Durham, 
N.C., for advanced fellowship training in adult congenital and valvular 
heart disease and interventional cardiology'. 

McMullan returned to UMMC to establish the Adult Congenital 
Heart Clinic at TT niversity Heart as well as serving as clinical chief of 
cardiology and as program director for cardiology’ and the Department 
of Medicine. After moving to the Jackson Heart Clinic in 2007, he 
returned to UMMC in 2014. 

He is listed in the Best Doctors in America and was named one of 
Mississippi’s Healthcare Heroes in 2015.
